This Agreement is made by and between Asea Brown Boveri (ABB) AB (the 
"Licensor"), and the United States Patent and Trademark Office (the "Licensee"). 

Subject to the terms and conditions contained herein, the Licensor grants to the 
Licensee, a non-exclusive, perpetual license to use the Licensor's Proprietary Electronic 
Search Tool (the "Electronic Search Tool") specified below and described in Petition Under 
37 C.F.R. §1.182, filed herewith in application serial number 09/147,325. 

The Electronic Search Tool is hosted on one, or more, compact discs (CD-ROMs) and 
may be employed on a computer using Louts Notes™ software. The Electronic Search Tool 
includes scanned copies of various prior art references. Paper copies of these various prior art 
references were filed in triplicate (two filed herewith, and one previously provided to SPE 
Nestor Ramirez of Art Unit 2834) in the above-identified patent application. The volume of

prior art references is large since the references are predominately drawn from foreign patent 
applications that correspond with the present application as well as 200 or more, eventually, 
related U.S. patent applications, collectively referred to as the "bulk filing applications". The 
electronic search tool also includes electronic copies of Foreign Search Reports as well as 
electronic copies of bulk filing applications. The electronic search tool allows for rapid 
identification, selection and inspection of the references contained therein. 

The Electronic Search Tool will be provided by the Licensor in one or more CD- 
ROMs, and it is the responsibility of the Licensee to provide a computer as well as the Louts 
Notes™ software to operate the Electronic Search Tool. The Licensor will provide on a 
month-by-month basis to the Licensee an updated Electronic Search Tool. Each update will 
contain the information that was also included in the past months' Electronic Search Tool, as 
well as newly found references. 

For adequate and sufficient consideration of $1, the Licensor grants to the Licensee 
the non-exclusive, perpetual license to use the Electronic Search Tool. 

The Electronic Search Tool is proprietary to and contains confidential information of 
the Licensor. Title and ownership rights to the Electronic Search Tool shall remain with the 
Licensor. The Licensee agrees to maintain the confidential nature of the contents of the 
Electronic Search Tool for the Licensee's own internal use under this Agreement. The license 
granted herein does not include the right to sub-license to others, and may not be assigned or 
transferred to others in whole or in part, without the prior written consent of the Licensor. 

The Electronic Search Tool shall be used exclusively by the Licensee and its 
employees. The Licensee recognizes and acknowledges that the information contained in the 
Electronic Search Tool is composed of confidential data and is the sole and exclusive 
property of the Licensor. The Licensee shall not allow others to use or to have access to the 
Electronic Search Tool, either directly or indirectly, and shall not make or allow others to 



make copies or reproductions (except for normal back-ups or for recovery purposes) in any 
form without the prior written consent of the Licensor. Distribution of the Electronic Search 
Tool by the Licensee, including derivative modifications or extensions is strictly prohibited. 
However, to the extent data contained in the Electronic Search Tool is considered when 
examining one of the bulk filing applications, that data may be printed from the Electronic 
Search Tool and included in the file for that application. 

The Licensee shall inform the Licensor within 10 working days of a request made by 
a third party to receive access to the Electronic Search Tool, which is half of the 20 working 
days provided to government agencies for responding to such requests under 5 U.S.C. 
§552(a)(6)(A)(i). The Licensee recognizes that the Licensor may wish to participate in 
defending against the release of the Electronic Search Tool to a third party if that third party 
initiates a legal proceeding to obtain access to the Electronic Search Tool. If the third party is 
ultimately successful in obtaining legal access to the Electronic Search Tool, the Licensor 
reserves the right to redact what the Licensor considers to be confidential information from 
the Electronic Search Tool prior to releasing the Electronic Search Tool to the third party. 

The Licensee may terminate this Agreement upon three months written notice to the 
Licensor (by way of the Attorney of Record) and the Licensor may terminate this Agreement 
upon three months of filing a Termination Request in the present patent application and 



informing by telephone a Director of Technical Center 2800 that the Licensor wishes to 
terminate the Agreement. 
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
